propriations committee, rejected Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's request for a cut in 
farm benefit payments of 30 per cent, 
asked congress Thursday to appro- 
priate 750 million dollars to promote

floor a bill calling for a $1,067,274,427 
appropriation for all Department of 
Agriculture activities in the year be- 
ginning July 1. 


The total was $244,508,376 more than 


the president and the budget bureau 
asked, and $113,109,148 more than the 
regular appropriation lost ycar.

"Dr. Brinkley was humiliated in the 


presence of his friends and patients," 
Dr. Petermeyer said. "The article made 
him reluctant to appear on the street." 


Dr. Petermeyer, business manager of 


the two hospitals Dr. Brinkley oper- 
ates in Litlle Rock, Ark., was called 
as the second witness in Ihe ?250,000 
damage suit filed by Dr. Brinkley 
against Dr. Fishbein. 


The article, containing the words 


"quack" and "charlatan," was read to 
the jury by Dr. Brinkley's attorneys. 
The article raised the q'ueslion of Dr. 
Brinkley's formal education in medi- 
cine and surgery and. Dr. Brinkley's 
attorneys claiamed, "was written to try 
to bring scorn on Dr. Brinkley. 


Dr. Pelermeyer testified approxi- 


mately 15,000 patients from practically 
every state in the union, provinces in 
Canada,

and 


Latin-America came lo Ihe Brinkley 
hospital when it was located in Del 
Rio from 1933 to January 1, 1938. 


Dr. Brinkley performed gland oper- 


ations 011 many of these patients, Dr. 

The witness said he 
never had witnessed the transplanting 
of "goat glands" in the Brinkley hos- 
pital at Milford, Kan., in Del Rio or 
in Arkansas.

No personal animosity was behind 


the article, the lawyers said, terming 
it a "a fair comment, which the author 
had a right to make frdnt the facts that 
came to him as editor of a medical 
publication circulated among doctors 
and the general public." 


Dr. Fishbein's attorneys argued Dr. 


Brinkley had "Coasted over the radio 
of ewes for iuipoleney." The practice 
was unethical in the eyes of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, they said.

fend the soil of Russia, but one docs 
wonder if it can act effectively to 
help Poland or Rumania? 


Certainly the Germans appear to 


be calmly proceeding on their east- 
ward way in contemptuous disregard 
of the possibility of such an interven- 
tion. Military observers in thi.s coun- 
try have long held the view that the 
"purges" which have swept away so 
many of the leaders of the Red Army 
have disqualified it from taking the 
the offensive. 


An army which does not have a 


thoroughly 
well - knit, 
efficient, 


smooth-working high command can- 
not undertake extensive offensive op- 
erations. Above all, it cannot take the 
offensive. Is this the reason for the 
calm German disregard of the "Rus- 
san menace" to their eastward thrust? 


It has been vigorously denied in 


Soviet circles that the "purges" have 
weakened the Red Army; rather, we 
are told, they have strengthened it. 
Very opportunely, at this moment, 
there comes to hand an authoritative 
statement of the actual conditions ob- 
ttaining, written for the French daily 
military paper, "La France Militaire," 
by the dslinguished and well-informed 
French mlitary commentator, General 
H. A. Niessel. 


General Niessel shows that follow- 


ing the execution of Marshal Tuk- 
hachevsky, 
his successor, Marshal 


Jegorov, "to whom, on the occasion 
of his 50th birthday, Stalin and Vors 
hilov addressed letters couched in 
terms of warmest camaraderie," has 
also "disappeared." The commander 
of the Far Eastern Army, Marshal 
Blucher, has been relieved 
of his 


command and his whereabouts are un- 
certain. 


As to the subordinate leaders, Gen- 


eral Niessel's table shows the com- 
manders of the 13 army districts in 
May, 1937, and the subsequent changes 
in command down to the end of 1938. 
By then, every one of the commanders 
as of May. 1937, had "disappeared." In 
three cases, there had been but a 
single change in the intervening per- 
iod; in eight cases, two changes; in 
two cases, three changes. 


Going still lower in the echelons 


of command, of 57 corps commanders 
as of May. 1937, 43 have since "dis- 
appeared"; of 188 division commanders, 
122 have "disappeared." 


"The 
military commissars," adds 


General Niessel, "have not been more 
highly favored." 


Of 16 army commissars, 
14 have 


"disappeared"; of 15 corps commis- 
sars, 13 have "disappeared"; of 28 di- 
vision commissars, 21 have "disap- 
peared," 


"These figures," concludes General 


Niesscl grimly, "make it unnecessary 
for us to offer any further remark on 
the state of the high command of the 
Red Army."

If the average person were to con- 
icier which portions of the body are 
m'ost frequently painful, he would pro- 
tably mention the head and the abdo- 
men since headache and vague pains 
n the abdomen are the conditions most 
'requently complained of by patients 
:o their doctors. 


The causes of headache are numer- 


ous and frequently exceedingly diffi- 
cult to determine. The causes of pains 
in the abdomen are also numerous but 
the diagnosis is sometimes not so dif- 
ficult. 


There are all sorts of descriptions of 


pain. Thus pains, have been describ- 
ed as burning, colicky, gnawing, dull 
persistent, and sharp. 


Frequently the pams felt in the ab- 


domen arise in some other portion of 
the body and are reflected to the ab- 
domen. Pains that occur again and 
again are less likely to be due to dis- 
turbance in one of the organs of the 
abdoVrien- than the sudden pain which 
grows steadily worse. 


Thus every effort should be made 


•'0 determine the cause. There are cer- 
tain conditions in which the diagnosis 
of the cause of pain is of the utmost 
importance in saving life. 


One of the most serious is a sudden 


perforation of an ulcer of the stomach 
or of the duedoiium. This pain comes 
on so suddenly and so severly as to be 
unlike anything the suferer ever felt 
before. Frequently the person will 
drop to the floor and be unable to 
walk. The slightest movement will 
add to the sharpness of the pain. 


Obviously such a serious catastrophe 


should call for the immediate atten- 
tion of a physician who will determine 
from the pulse, the general appear- 
ance, the previous record and the other 
symptoms the nature of the condition. 
If it is diagnosed correctly as a per- 
foration of the'bowel, an immediate 
•operation will be necessary. 


•While the pain in appendicitis var- 


ies, it comes frequently as a pain in the 
region around the navel, dull and 
heavy, felt deep in the body and not 
oh the surface. Later, of course, this 
pain may tend to be more localized. It 
is desirable to diagnose the condition 


as soon as possible. It is certainly not 
safe for the pain to be localized. 
? 


Another condition likely to calisd 'a 


sudden severe pain In the nbclomen.is 
an obstructlpn In the bowel. Thisi rrtay 
arise from many causes but unless 
promptly cared for it may be a menace 
to life itself. 


A pain which begins in the middle 


of the abdomen as a heavy and im- 


cc.V»Vforlable feeling and which may 
then increase until .it becomes intol- 
erable is sometimes due to what is 
calleo* gallstone colic. Here again the 
doctor can dinjrnosa on the, history of 
the patient, (ho symptoms and many 
other factors. If the stone is small 
enough to pass from the gallbladder 
into the intestines, the attnck will last 
from two to eight hours. Then the 
pain ceases ns quickly as it came, leav- 
ing only a persistent, slight tenderness. 
If, however, the stones do not pass, the 
pain may increase and require im- 
mediate attention. 


Ecfunlly sei;ious is the passing of a 


stone from the kidney into the bladder 
arid the Blocking of the mnvctaricnt at 
liny point. The pain associated with 
the passing of a kidney stone may bo 
so severe as to bring about collapse of 
the patient unless he is suitably cored 
for.

plans for a European "slop Killer" 
front and said that Germany had 
threatened armed force for the second 
time within a week to get Memel back 
from Lithuania. 


Polish insistence on a military al- 


liance with Britain as her price for 
joining was said to have endangered 
formation of a bloc against further 
German expansion. However, British 
negotiations hopqd to convince' PolariB 
thai London was ready for military 
commitments far-reaching enough to 
make it worth Poland's while to Ret 
on the anti-Killer side of Die European 
fence she has straddled. 


Poland was said to have asked for 


time to consider Britain's request for 
her signature on a "halt Killer" decla- 
ration in which Soviet Russia and 
France also would join, explaining thai 
her posilion was difficult. Poland is 
placed between two of the 'most pow- 
erful nations in continental Europe- 
Hitler's rearmed Reich and Sovicl Rus- 
sia—neither of whom has been loo 
friendly wilh Warsaw.

ton export subsidizing as rank fool- 
ishness.

It's Like This 


Here is the situation: 
The Amercan cotton price is peg- 


ged at a minimum of eight cents 
a pound. That roughly is the amount 
of 
the Government 
loan, and 
no 


farmer is .going to pay off his loan 
and then sell his cotton for 7c cents 
to Japan or England. He will let the 
Government keep the cotton. If the 
price gets higher he will then call 
out his cotton and pay the loan and 
keep the difference. 


But the price isn't getting higher. 


With American cotton pegged at eight 
cents, Brazil and India and other cot- 
ton growing sections are selling on the 
world market at slightly under eight 
cents. They are getting the business. 
Indian exports in six months past have 
been 43 per cent above the corres- 
ponding period last year. The total for 
the period was 1,044,000 bales. Brazil 
in turn, exported 430,000 bales, a sharp 
increase, although not so pronouncec 
as in India. Japan and England and 
Germany are buying it. 
They are 


not buying American. American ex- 
ports are 43 per cent below last year, 
which itself was a poor year. 


The department, behind the scenes, 


is not mincing words about the mat- 
ter. 
They have not, so far, been 


able to get an agreement with the 
other cotton countries to divide up the 
world market. 
Even Brazil, our pet 


South American country, has been 
iairly adamant about that. 
But if 


the U.S. Government goes into the 
world market with subsidized cotton 
it will really put the heat on India 
and Brazil. They may be forced to 
an agreement. 


Three-Cent Subsidy 


The present talk is of a subsidy 


of two to three cents, or more if 
necessary. That would put American 
cotton on the world market at six 
cents a pound, maybe five, or even 
less. 
If it should take a three-cent 


subsidy to export 5,000,000 bales dur- 
ing the next year or so, that would 
represent a loss to the Government 
of $75,000,000. 
But at present it is 


spending $44,000,000 a year to store

distant views. Include a nearby object when possible. 


In arranging a landscape picture, 


avoid lines that divide the picture 
nto e<iual parts, either vertically or 
lurizont.ally.
